Weather oi' not the County Hoard Supei-visoi* violated th< 
budgeting and taxation laws by their action in adopting th( 
county tax rate for 1948-49, and "freezing" certain items It 
the budget is a question the courts may be asked to decide
it appeared today.

The lav rate an lived by 
the Board Is an increase of 
Uti.'l cents over the rate of 
the last fiscal year. This was 
net after the Supervisors found

In order to reach the rate 

decided upon, the supervisors 
voted to "freeze" $2,700,000, var­ 
ious items in the budget, thus 
cutting 0 cents on each $100 
assessed valuation.

The board deducted $1,220,0(10 
from the budget for Civic Cen­ 
ters In the following cities: 
Whittle!-, $200,000; Santa Monica, 
$200,000; Himtington Park, $231,- 
970; Altadena, $100,000 and San 
Fernando, $281,090. Also cut was 
an item of $207,000 for the 
Glendale incinerator.

This means while the items 
are still in the budget no rev­ 
enues will be raised to meet 
them and these expenditures 
will not be made.

Supervisor U. A. Smith 
took tin- position that the bud­ 
get ad\erllse(l and once adopt­ 
ed, nms! be provided for, al­ 
though the assistant county 
counsel expressed an opinion 
that the courts would prob­ 
ably sustain the Hoard In Its 
action If the mutter e v e r 
reached legal action. 
Cut from the budget was 

tl,o60,000 In funds originally In­ 
tended for the new Juvenile 
Hall. The Board, however, will 
submit a $3,500,000 Bond Issue 
to the voters at the November 
election to provide funds for 
this purpose.
